since Mr. Wilson imported the League ot
Natlons  the “Interference’” s routed,
utterly discomfited,

It hias been n protracted and agonizing
contest, this struggle of the elements of
sanity In Amerlean statecraft to nttain the
goal, always in plain view to those spec-
tators who have chosen ta use their eyes,
The irresponsibles, Irreconcilables, the
wanton opportunists—call them what one
will——have been persistent. But the narrow
margin of ratification by which the quad-
rilateral pact slipped through was more
apparent than real.

The ‘passage of that compact wns n
specific accomplishment, laying the founda-.
tion for m new nnd heartening program of
internatlonal eco-operation to safeguard
peace. It marked the frank return of the
United States to the ranks of internationnl
comity and demonstrated the impractical
folly of obduracy in subsequent stages of
the program,

Mr. Hitchecock's eleventh-hour effort
dislocate the machinery was typical of a
certnin cast of the senatorial mind in the
hour of defeat. The upper house tradi-
tionally delights In technicalities and has
exhibited at times an unholy joy in ereating
perplexities and canfusion,

But this Inst gasp of obstructionary
ecstnsy wus short-lived. The problem was
exsentinlly too simple to be lasting. It has
been solved by the perfectly legitimate
attanchment of the declaration regarding free-
dom of action in domestic affairs to the
geographical-definition treaty bounding the
Japanese mainland.

The vote on the Four-Power agreement
was quite sufficient to illustrate the helpless-
nesa of the frothy demagogues, In the
full sense of the term, this 18 their zero hour.

The eapitulution s the most enlivening
evidence that all the other covenants frameil
in the Washington Conference will be ne-
cepted, The Naval Limitations Treaty, a
bescon on the arduous road to authentle
civilized progress, is fortified by solid bas-
tions of public semtiment. Not even Mr,
Borah. unless he has spurned all acquaint-
ance with consistency. cun oppose the reduc-
tion of navies, exhibitive of a prineiple
which he was among the first to sponsor.

The stage has been set for quick actlon
upon contracts stabllizing the East, mate-
rially reducing the burden of naval armu-
ments and substituting the machinery of
arbitration for senseless devastation by
war. Hopes are being fast converted into
facts of which the entire nation—save for
a handful of embittered 'marplots—mny be
proud.

AN ALMOST INCREDIBLE TALE

PITIABLE tale of vlolent intolerance
and merciless prejudice ix revived by
the death in London of Ernest Vizetelly.

When Emile Zola was a name to shock
and startle complacent Vietoriuns of the
seventies and ecighties, Vizetelly, scholar,
journalist, belligerent literary  radical,
shared equally in the notoriety.

The publication of **The Soil'* (La Terre),
which Vizetelly had done into English, was
the signal for an orgy of persecution which
hag few parallels in the annals of literature,

The translator was fined, imprisoned,
financially ruined and the great publishing
house of which his father, Richard Vizetelly,
was the head eventually collapsed in bank-
ruptey.

Doubtless much of the intense indignn-
tlon against the outspoken qualities of
Zola's novels was sincere, Doubtless also
Vizetelly wns an intractable and ungovern-
able champion of modern realistic art in
fiction. But considering the ultimate high
position achieved by the writer of “‘La
Debacle’ and the defender of Dreyfus, and
especially recognizing the later trend of 1t-
erary endeavor, the punishment and misery
heaped upon the brilllant Vizetelly seem
cruelly out of proportion to his perform-
ances. Three years ago he was discoversd
in the sick ward of o North London work-
house,

There are not a few prosperous novelists
of the present doy who would be incapable
of defining Vizetelly's offense.  Whether the
world has grown better ix n matter for de-
bate, the conclusion depending upon the
point of vlew. But certainly It has changed,

PATCHING UP THE TURK

The tireck
campuign in Asin Mlinor is, in part, an
outgrowth of two Sagrant delusions—that
the Treaty of Bevres, in all its provisions,
was enforerable and rthat the Western na-
tions of Europe could unload rheir responsi-
bilities upon the Hellenle military power.

The French, as s characteristie of them,
were the first to view the situation renlis-
tleully. It hs been asserted, amd perhopy
correctly, that the Treaty of Angora nego-
tiated with Mustupha Kemal and his Na-
tlonalists on the Asiatic mainlond was @
bold attempt to acquire profitable vonces-
sionw in the Near Enst,

Its immedhnte effect,
the awnkening throughout Islam of a new
spirit of friendliness to France. This senti-
ment is obviously not one to be misprized
by n nation possess.ng large African terrl-
tories peopled mainly by Mohammedans.
Great Britain has been less fortunate, or
Jess shrewd, as witness the present state of
Moslem feeling in India.

Bt the formulution in the Near Enstern
vonclave of o definite progeam designed to
elarify and rehabilitate the status of the

Bome of these nre unquestionnbly un-
pnlatable, Tt had been thought in 1910 that
the total exclusion of Turkish rule from
Furope could be accomplished at lnst. Re-
ligious considerations of world magnitude
have clouded thin view,

something of the remarkable recuperative
powers of their race. vietory has

however, has been
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"been denied to both belligerents In the
Turko-Greek supplementary war. The
(reeks are anxious to ceass fighting, pro-
vided =ome of the gains can be organized
and preserved. The Kemalints regard the
present moment as a favorable one for capl-
talizing recovered prestige.

The plan of the allled Ministers in-
volves n new division of territorles In
Near Enst, the restoration of a part of
Thrace to Turkey, the establishment of
Turkish sovereignty over virtually all of
Agin Minor and the retention of Adrianople,
Weatern Thrace and all of the Gallipoll Pe-
ninsula by Greece. It I8 proposed that the
territoriex adjoining the Dardanelles be de-
militarized and that control of the stralta
should be vested In an International com-
mission, insuring free navigation.

The proposals eannot be called ideal, but
at least they reflect a revived acquaintance
with nctunl conditions In the Levant, The
most nebulous of the suggestions concerns
Armenin, which 1s left to the care of the
Lengue of Natlons,

As this organization has not developed
those military forces, the mere conception
of which cecensioned mo much distress to
Lengue opponents in the United Htates three
years ngo, the prospects for Armenia cannot
be called bright.

As n matter of fact, the Near Eastern
conference has simply Ignored the unending
Armeninn question. The attention of the
councilors has been focused on the Turks,
who cannot be dismissed from the reck®ning,
nnd upon the Turco-Greek War tragically
protracted and an Inereasing menace to the
stabilization of the Levant. "

The acceptance by both belligerents of an
nrmistice could scarcely fail to exert & bene-

EN'S habit of restlessness, thelr desire

CAPTAIN HARRY L. SBHULTZ

On Philadelphia’s Traffic Problems

HE greatest problem which confronts the

traffic police of Philadelphin s the edu-
cation of tge general public up to the point
where they know what to do and how to
conduct themselves In the midst of the city s
trafic with the least_ dunger' of nccldent,
according to Captain Harry I.. Shuitz, the
head of the Traffic Sqund of the Bureau of
Police.

““There are two great things whlfr.b the
trafic police of the city have to do, sald
Captain Bhultz. ‘‘One is the prevention of
accidents and the other is the handling of
the enormous trafic of the city with the
lenst possible congestion. The nccldents
directly concern people, perhaps, more than
does the congestion, and we use every means
within our power to decrease the number of
them each year.

*We are succeeding pretty well, too. In
1020 there were 5447 accidents in the trafiic,
and in 1021 there were 5422, But there was
a big drop in the number of fatal disasters.
In 1020 there were 253 which resulted

year han shown a tremendous decrease,
there having been about one hundred acei-
dents a month fewer than last year.

Educating the Public

“But our main difficulty is to get the
public educated to the point of taking care
of themselves. We have more difficulty with
edestrians than we have with the motor-
wts, although I do not deny that there are
some very carcless and reckless motorists.
One important thing which we have much
trouble in teaching the people at large is to
cross at the crossings and not In the middle
of the block,

“The pedestrians should learn to \\;nt:-ll
the semaphore and not the trafic. There
are very few motorists who disregard the
signals of the semaphore, and when the
signs are turped ngalnst them they ull stop
and the crossings are safe. But there are no
gemaphores in the middle of the blocks.

“The matter of the children ix another
thing which glves us much trouble. 1’urcnts
should teach thelp children to keep out of
the streets and, ubove all, to use the publie
playgrounds and not the streets for thelr
recrentlon, They should alko be taught the
dangers of nutomobiles, and all of this in-
struction should be given ut as enrly un age
ax possible, As an example of this, I was
driving with a friend through one of our
smaller streets o few days ugo, and within
three blocks we saw at least 230 children
playing on the street while the parents sat
on the stoops or porches and watched them,
When conditions like this exist it is little
wonder that there are so many nccldents

to children. The Truck Trafe

“PRut the greatest trouble is still nt the
street crossings, here are n number of
recklens and careless truck drivers, and the
motortruck s the most unwieldy and dan-
geroun of all motor vehieles. We get these
drivers whenever we can and talk to them
about the necesslty of using the greatest
care in the humlfinl of thelr machines.
Most of them pay attention to our warning
because they know thut it will be followed
by revers penalties if they have accldentd
through carelessuess of thelr own.

“We ghould have a law In Pennsylvanin
demnnding that every driver have some
knowledge of the tratiic rules and regulu-
tions of the Btate and city before he s

ranted a leense as a driver. Many of then
ﬂmw only enough to sturt and stop thelr
cars, Then they get their lcenses and go
out, especlally on a Baturday or Bunday,
when the tratlic is congested under any cir-
cumstances, and, of course, many of tham
have mecldents, not ko much through their
fnability to drive as through their ignorance
of the teafic conditions and rules. What we
need is the thing which they have in New
Jersey, where It ju required that an appli-
ennt for a drelver's Heenwe show that be ecan
handle his car in the trafic, This could be
go into the trafic with some experienced
person and leurn Yhe things which he must
know in order to drive sofely,

s Another duogerous thing Is the prie-
tice of so many children In ‘catehing rides’
from automobiles. It Is dangerous to the-
yelves, n nuisance to the drivers of cars und
to the publie, and a proctice exceedingly
hard to break up. Here agaln the parents
could give us treinendous help If they only

but we still could use more men io good ad-
vaptage, However, the publje has had a
conslderably better service, ax we now have
more men than we had on Broad, Walnut
and Arch wtreets, and are 'olnl to put
more on those streets as well as at other
congested points. Traffic conditions have
improved greatly In the last couple of years,
and we look for them to get still better. It
is getting to be m great problem in many
districts all over the eity, and with the
paving of certain Important. streets these
have become the outlet for an immense
vehicular trafflo, which must be cared for.
Delaware uvenue, for example, has been
greatly improved, and the number of block-
ndes of trafiic there and all over the city
hus been largely reduced.

*'We are handling today about 40 per cent
more trafic than we were five years ago,
nnd the greatest increase has been In the
truck traffic, the hardest of all to handle.
It iu the most dificult to handle because we
have so few strects other than Broad street
where this traflic can be placed, In the
same way Chestnut and Market streets get
# lot of truck trafic because we bhave no
utller streets for them,

‘As n matter of fact, there should be no
truck trafic on Broad street, at least be-
tween Lehigh avenue and Washington ave-
nue: tle pleasure-car trafic is quite suffi-
clent to tax the street resources to the lmit.
The business wagons nnd the trucks ve
renlly no Elat-e on this street, and yet we
have no other place to put them.

Compared With New York

“Many of the streets of DIhiladel
like some of those in Boston, are too %h.l:-.
ro® to gecommodate the immense amount of
trafic_which passes over them every day.
New York i« much better equipped in this
respect, because there are so few cross-
town street-car lines there, But in Phila-
delphia we have a-street-car track on prac-
:;:-n]l_\' every ?tnl'el.dllmd this complicates

“The lghting-signal system ]
out ndmirably in h’ew Yt;l"k. buti;u::;:itrl‘-
tions here are so different that 'a decided
moadification of it would have to be made
to have it work efficlently, Our great prob-
lem in this respect s City Hall Bquare,
which divides the tenfe. It might be pun:
sible to work two different Hghting systems
one north from Arch sfireet nnd the utlm;
south from Chestnut, but City Hall Inter-
fores with any such system as Fifth nvenue
has in .‘\l‘\\' York. In IPhiludelphin, owing
to the City Hall Square, we have both the
Broad street trafe and the Marke street
traffie moving at the same time, which com-
(plieatex the situntion, But we shall haye to
vome to something of the kind some day
uud the whole mutter of handling the vehien -
lar traffie of the city will have to have more
nttentlon in the future than it has had in

the past,
